1 . THE Fl NALI TY OF THE LAST OFFI CE ACTI ON I S HEREBY VACATED. 

2. Applicants' Response to Office Action, received 21 January 2009, is acknowledged, 
□aim 13 has been canceled. Claims 16 and 25 have been amended. 

3. Claims 14, 16-27 and 30 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot or Withdrawn 

4. The rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, scope of enablement for 
producing the whole lipidated PsaA protein utilizing a "fragment thereof", is moot in light of the 
amendment of the claims. 

5. The rejection of claims 16-19, and 25-27 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, scope of 
enablement for producing the whole lipidated PsaA protein utilizing a "fragment thereof", is 
withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claims are drawn to an immunogenic composition comprising an immunizing 
amount of recombinant lipidated PsaA or an immunogenic fragment thereof. 
It is unclear if the immunogenic fragment is lipidated or nonlipidated.
